Investigation of Human jad bc 


The Romulus Police Department is 
continuing its investigation into human 
remains discovered in the southwest 
corner of the city last week. 

On Tuesday, April 20, at approxi- 
mately 9:19 a.m., employees of CSX 
Transportation foundremnants of a body 
near the railroad tracks north of Penn- 
sylvania and east of Huron River Drive. 

"The remnants were identified by 
the Wayne County medical examiner 
as coming from the upper palate of a 25- 
to 35-year-old human being with all the 
teeth intact," said Detective Lieutenant 
John Leacher. 

"The teeth are in good condition 
and show no dental work (fillings or 
crowns)," Leacher continued. "The pal- 
ate contains a nonerupted ‘supernu- 
merary’ tooth near the front teeth. This 
means an extra tooth was growing, but 
was recessed below the gum line. This 
occurs in only 20% of the population.”

Will Leave on a High Note

Saying that he's done what he set 
outto do, Romulus Community Schools 
Board of Education member Michael 
Woods recently announced that he will 
not seek reelection this June. 

The current board treasurer — who 
has held every office, including presi- 
dent, during his long tenure of service — 
wants to leave "on ahigh note" ...andon 
his own terms. 

"|'ve had the pleasure and privilege 
of serving with many wonderful people 





over the years," said Woods. "Together, 
we've accomplished a great deal for the 
children of Romulus. The community's 
steadfast financial support of ourschools 
allowed us to pursue important goals for 
improving our facilities, our staff, and 
our curriculum. Now that those goals 
are largely achieved, it's time for me to 
hand over the reins to anew generation 
that will face new challenges." 

With the exception of a hiatus from 
1982 to 1996, the 54-year-old Woods 
has served on the Romulus Board of 
Education since 1978. District improve- 
ments during his term of office include 
major technological renovations at all 
schools, the addition of science labs at 
all elementaries, the construction of a 
state-of-the-art swimming facility at 
Romulus High School, and the installa- 
tion of a university-caliber artificial-turf 
field at the Middle School. Woods is 
proud to have been part of a group that 
made significant improvements in dis- 
trict-employee and district-parent rela- 
tions, and also developed and imple- 
mented a uniform curriculum aligned 
with state benchmarks. 

Although Woods did not rule out the 
possibility of running for a city office 
sometime in the future, he said that he 
has no definite plans in the works at the 
moment. O

Further examination and testing by 
a forensic paleontologist are pending. 

According to Leacher, police still 
have no idea about the victim's identity 
or the cause of death. 

“It is unknown if these remains fell 
off a passing train that was involvedina 
previously investigated accident in 
another jurisdiction, or not," Leacher 
explained. "This, along with other pos- 
sible scenarios, is being investigated. 

"CSX police are cooperating with 


our department, and we have sent outa 
nationwide teletype asking for informa- 
tion that may be relevant to the case," 
he added. 

On Friday, April 23, the Michigan 
State Police sent Trooper Dave Yount 
and his canine partner, a cadaver dog 
known as "Storm," to look for additional 
remains near the CSX tracks. 

The team, accompanied by Detec- 
tive Sergeant Jeff Lazarski of the Romu- 
lus Police Department, turned up noth- 
ing further.
